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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claim 27 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected species (Species III), there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1, 6-10, 13, and 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jones. 

In accordance with MPEP 2111, Jones discloses a holder (10) structurally meeting the 
limitations of the claims and capable of supporting a stringed bow comprising: 



• An adjustable support member (24, Figure 4); 

• An adjustable spacing member (See attached APENDIX) combined with the 
support member and extending inwardly and upwardly therefrom; 

• An engagement member (20) combined with the spacing member; 

• The support member comprises a wall to the same degree claimed; 

• The support member wall has an opening (Figure 2) formed therein capable of 
accommodating an arrow; 

• The support member comprises two or more support arms (Figure 2); 

• The spacing member comprises a wall or arm having an inward section and an 
outward section (See APPENDIX); 
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• The engagement member comprises a wall having at least two openings (16) 
formed therein; 

• The engagement member further comprises a strap (18); 

• The support member comprises an inward section and an outward section, the 
sections forming an upwardly concave surface (See APPENDIX); 

• The upwardly concave surface is rounded (See APPENDIX); 

• The support member further comprises a bottom side connected to the inward 
section and the outward section and extending therebetween (See APPENDIX); 
and 

• The support member inward section is adjustable (See APPENDIX). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Vokaty, Reynolds, III, and Strauss are cited for tool holders capable of supporting a 
bow holder.
